Before the coagreguUcu I* 
admitted to tiie church ii great glow- 
tug brazier U placed In the nave, upon 
the stone floor, and a broad path from 
the entrance of the church to the uitnr 
Is roped off 

The ceremony begins with a proces 
slon ot tneu made up to represent va- 
rious Biblical characters. At Its bead 
walk two priests singing ar old Pro- 
vencal hymn When the procession 
roaches the center of the church six 
men dressed as Jew* of the lime of 
Christ step forward on one side and 
six gentiles on the other. Two advo- 
cates stand between them. 

"The Lord Is made man.” the gen- 
tiles exclaim. 

To this the Jew* reply, with scorn 
fttl demand for proofs The advocate* 
tlicn summon the prophet* nnd legl* 
tutors of the Old Testament. On*- by 
one the great personages of the past — 
Moses, Aaron. Isaiah, lfnnlel and many 
more— slowly advance up the aisle and. 
pnusing for a moment In the glare of 
the brazier, liear witness to he divlnl 
ty of Jesus and then pass on into the 
darkness. 

But ihe principal figure o* the cere 
mon.v Is Balaam's ass. fr -n which the 
feast takes Its uamo. The ass, under 
whose voluminous trapping* a child

Oklahoma Capitol Site 

Deadlock Settled. 

Oklahoma City, Okla., Dec. 
15. — The legislative deadlock end- 
ed this afternoon when the 
House adopted the Senate reso- 
lution recommending the “north- 
east” capital site and the Senate 
in turn passed the amended pub- 
lic bill locating the eapitol at 
Oklahoma City. 

Final roll call on both meas- 
ures will be taken to-morrow, 
and if they pass they will go to 
Gov. Haskell for his signature. 
The capitul bill jiluviuca that 
Oklahoma City be made the 
permanent capital, and that a 
eapitol commission he appointed 
by the Governor. Fifteen acres 
of the northeast site is reserved 
for the eapitol. The state is 
guaranteed #1,000,000 for the 
erection of the building.
